McMahon Ponders Town Post

Town Manager candidate George McMahon, 47, of 
Florida was elected as the final candidate in the 
manager search procress by a 13-2 Town Council vote 
on Monday, December 17th. 

Manager search committee chairman Peter Longo 
said he has contacted McMahon with a salary offer 
from the council, but McMahon would not be able to 
respond until he undergoes a second interview session 
with the City of Greenfield in early January. 

Will Honor Committment 

“Presently, Mr. McMahon is committed: to undergo 
an interview session with Greenfield and plans to 
honor that committment,” Longo said today. 

“1m the event he does decide to come to Agawam, he 
will be on the job by February Ist,“ Longo said. 

Greenfield is presently offering a maximum of 
$36,000 as an annual salary for its town manager. 

Though the offer for MaMahon’s salary in Agawam 
was determined by the council in executive session, it 
is extremely likely that the amount will exceed the pre- 
sent $39,000 salary by several thousand dollars, accor- 
ding to councilors who asked their names be withheld 
because of the delicate nature of the negotiations. 

One of McMahon’s considerations for leaving 
Maitland, Florida, where he has served as a town 
manager tor the last nine years, has been a recent in- 
flux of residents which may have contributed to social 
difficulties. Also, Agawam seems to afford a less 
volatile social climate that Greenfield, which may also 
become a consideration for him. 

McMahon told councilors in an interview on Satur- 
day, December 15th, that he presently receives 
$50,000 from Maitland and from regional governmen- 
tal involvements, but said money was not his primary 
objective in relocating. 

McMahon said he and his family of eight children 
were concerned with ‘survival’ but would consider a 
pay cut in order to return to the New England area. 

Among the initial impacts of McMahon’‘s possible 
tenure as a town manager will be allowance of confir- 
mation of his appointments to department head posi- 
tions by the council. This was a major bone of conten- 
tion over the past year between the council and former 
administration. 

He would also seek the council setting guidelines for 
the manager negotiating with town unions. 

McMahon said he favors the council confirming

department head appointments as it could aid in selec- 
tion of the most qualified candidate, and further stated 
that he did not feel the manager should seek to in- 
stitute or maintain town policy that would be against 
the council's wishes. 

McMahon also said he favored sessions with the 
council to determine the amounts to be negotiated 
with unions for pay and benefits. 

The council has expressed deep concern over the 
last two years at being in a position of having to ap- 
prove union contracts negotiated by the administra- 
tion without knowing exactly what is contained within 
the contract language. 

A Better Light 

Allowing the council to give the manager direction 
before this happens would place the municipal 
bargaining process in a much better light, McMahon 
said. 

McMahon added that once the council had set the 
guidelines for negotiations, the council would be 
responsible for providing funds for a contract that was 
negotiated within those guidelines. 

McMahon further stated that he encouraged amend- 
ments to the town charter as he felt language within 
the charter at present aided to strain the relationship 
between the council and manager. 

McMahon added that he felt certain job descrip- 
tions, beyond that of the manager, should also be con- 
tained within the charter. 

In other dialogue with the council on December 
15th, McMahon commented that he served as finance 
chairman and vice-chairman of a regional, multi- 
county local government-controlled Waste Water 
Authority in Florida. 

MaMahon said he was made aware of and ap- 
preciated environmental concerns in regards to waste 
removal and water protection. 

MaMahon also said waste treatment projects would 
receive priority review in Agawam and that his office 
would work closely with the town planner in controlling 
development that could have an adverse environmen- 
tal impact. , 

However, McMahon did add that his office would 
take direction from the council concerning incentives 
the town might wish to offer in encouraging develop- 
ment in Agawam.

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Bruno Outlines Policy 
For School Closing 


Superintendent of Schools James Bruno reviewed 
schoo! closing procedures for “snow days” to the 
School Committee on Tuesday, December 11th, ex- 
plaining that even in the event the schools remain 


open, it is the parent's perogative to keep children at 
home in the event they feel road conditions may be 
hazardous. 

Bruno said exceptions to the new attendance policy 
would be made for students whose absence was the 
result of inclement weather, and explained the pro- 
ceedings for the one hour delay in opening the schools 
on Thursday, December 6th. 

Before closing the schools due to weather, Bruno 
said Associate Superintendent Donald Charest is con- 
tacted by members of the town DPW and the police 
department with a report on road conditions 

Charest noted additionally his office contacts the 
weather bureau at Bradley Field to determine whether 
a storm may be short term with little affect, or may 
worsen during the course of the day. 

“Frequently what visibly appears to be the beginning 
of aserious storm front evolves into a bright sunny day 
within a short period of time,’ said Charest 

“For this reason we employ a delay in the opening of 
the schools if we‘re uncertain how a storm may 


develop,” Charest added. 
Charest noted that the hour delay did not constitute 
a loss of a full school day which would have to be 


made up at a later date. 
The schools presently broadcast school delays and 


closings on two television stations and eight radio sta- 
tions.

attorney William Flanagan to begin negotiations with 
former Town Manager Edward A. Caba‘s attorney, 
Theodore Dimauro, over Caba’s back pay. This came 
in the wake of the council receiving an audit on vaca- 
tion time carry-over by an outside auditor. 

The report, issued by Springfield CPA James Ferrall, 
was released to the full council late last week. The 
report stated that $3,147 in excess vacation time had 
been paid out between 1977 and 1983, with another 
$18,204 in excess vacation carry-over on the town 
records for the same period. 

Failure To Conform 

Ferrall told councilors the excess funds were prin- 
cipally the result of failure to conform to carry-over 
limitations set by the town code. 

The code allows only vacation entitlement from one 
year to be carried into the next. Accrued time after one 
year is not allowed. 

Ferrall determined, however, that Caba’s carry-over 
was not only in violation of the town code, but was 
also subject to an accounting error. 

The error concerned a 1979 carry-over which 
resulted in a surplus of 182 hours of excess vacation 
time at over $20 per hour. Ferrall determined Caba’s 
total, excess carry-over to be $9,393. 

Councilor Paul Trimboli led questions from the coun- 
cil to Ferrall concerning the report. He asked Ferrall 
whether permitting excess vacation carry-over by Caba 
was deliberate. 

Ferrall, however, declined to answer this, stating 
that his position was only to audit the statistics on 
town books. 

In his report, Ferrall did note on the subject, 
“As to whether Mr. Caba was aware of the restrictions 
imposed on vacation carry-over, there appears to be 
sufficient evidence that he should have been aware of 
these restrictions.” 

Ferrall went on to cite various memoranda between 
Caba's office arfd town employees concerning yaca- 
tion carry-over to support his statement. 

Prior to his removal from office, Caba told the full 
council and the special council committee: in- 
vestigating the matter that he was unaware of| the 
code’s restrictions. Caba also said his approval of 
vacation carry-over was following the procedures) of 
Past town administrations. 

No Financial Burden On Town 

Councilwoman Dorothy Nelson also asked questions 
of Ferrall, noting that the carry-overs in violation of the 
code were the result of vacation that had gone unused 
by town personnel, and had not caused any additional 
financial burden on the town. 

Ferrall’s report has also stated that the amounts of 
vacation used by town employees were not always 7 
reported and he further noted there may have been in- 
stances where vacation time unused may likewise have 
gone unreported, 

While Ferrall reported that many of the statistics 
seemed incomplete, he did note that prior to Caba 
becoming town manager, that only he.and former. town 
clerk Rita Rose requested vacation carry-over in excess 
of the amounts allowed by the town code into 1980 
(even though other department heads had unused 
vacation time in excess of the code’s limitations). 

Dimauro has reportedly said Caba is entitled to the 
vacation carry-over as requested because his employ- 
ment agreement supercedes the limitations on vaca- 
tion time by the town code. 

Caba’s agreement with the town when he became 
manager October Ist, 1981, states, “The manager will 
be’ credited with accrued vacation benefits of 476 
hours on transition from one department to the other, 
according to town ordinance.” 

The agreement was signed by Caba and former 
Town Council president Paul Fieldstad.

Can’t Win, After All

lt was the spirit of Christmas personified when some — ;

Depalo had sadly remoyed his elaborate Christmas 
display after vandals stole a deer and a snowman, and 
in the process, destroyed all the wires connecting to 
the resident's “pride and joy” - his Nativity Scene. 


The creator of this little wonderland that has ™ 


delighted children and adults for 33 years decided to 
say ‘Bah, Humbug!’ and returned each piece and a 
light to his basement. He left only a large sign reading, 
“Sorry, Due To Vandalism on the lawn.’ 

Valego Family Also Victims Of Vandalism 

The Valego family also Meadow Street residents, 
were victims of the theft as well. A large snowman was 
stolen from their display, but Valego children convinc- 
ed their dad to leave the rest of it intact. The snowman 
was later recovered, due to the assistance of an 
anonymous phone caller. 

But Depalo was deeply hurt by this act of vandalism 
and considered it a personal affront. Three years ago 
in a similar incident, several figures on the lawn were 
broken, but he and his family patiently pieced them 
back together. This year, Depalo found his patience 
had run out. 

Says his wife Elise, ‘‘He (Joe) was so upset when he 
left the house in,the morning and came home to 
discover that mess. He wouldn’t even eat and couldn't 
bring himself to go out that evening as we had plann- 
ed. The deer they stole was a particular favorite to 
Joseph; it was his “pet.’’ So, it wasn ‘t so much disgust 
with whoever did this, but pure heartbreak on his part.’” 

Mrs. Depalo continued, saying, ‘’People just have no 

_ idea how much work the display involves. Joseph 
works from the end of October until December in 
preparing it, then he, my son and son-in-law, grand- 
daughter and grandson, all work together in setting it 
up. And he does it all for the kids. He loves children,” 

The Depalo dispaly, which includes more than 60 
pieces and 1000 lights, has won several trophies and 
prizes from civic organizations in the past. This is, of 
course, an honor for the couple, but they stressed the 
importance of the lawn decorations more as a part of 
their Christmas tradition and as a treat for the many 
children who pass by to see it. 7 

In a story about the vandalism which appeared in the 
Springfield Sunday Republican on December 9th, 
Depalo said that if he had four or five people to help 
him, he might put the display back up. And yes, there 
still is such a thing as ‘‘neighborliness,”’ for lo and 
behold, some 25 people showed up to assist in the

Give Yourself The Gift Of Life 


Wondering what to do with that cash you got for 
Christmas? Why not give yourself and your family “the 
gift of life’ - a smoke detector? 

Only about half of all American homes have even 
one smoke detector. Many of the homes that have one 
would be better off with two or three. Here’s how to 
choose, install and maintain smoke detectors. 

First off, what does a smoke detector do? It uses ad- 
vanced electronics to sense the presence of smoke in 
minute quantities - often many minutes before you'd 
know there was a fire any other way. Those minutes 
can be your window of safety when fire strikes at night. 

Smoke detectors are sold both with battery and AC 
(plug-in) power. While you never need to change bat- 
teries with a plug-in detector, cords can be pulled out 
or power can fail early during an electrical fire. Your 
best bet: either a plug-in unit with reserve battery 
power, or a battery machine that emits a distinctive 
secondary alarm when the battery runs low. 

Install the detector on the ceiling of the hallway that 
leads to the bedrooms. Multi-level homes should have 
one detector on each level - including the basement. In- 
stall and maintain according to manufacturer's in- 
structions. 

Now test the unit with the built-in test button. If it 
does not have a test button, carefully test it with smoke 
from a cigarette or light a candle. Don’t hold the can- 
dle close enough to light - or melt - the plastic case. 
Plan to test each smoke detector monthly, to be sure 
they work. 

Now make the smoke detector the keystone of your 
family’s home escape plan. Install emergency ladders 
in upstairs bedrooms, so there’s always two ways out 
of every room. Then teach each family member to 
crawl to safety when the detector sounds! If bedroom 
doors are closed, each sleeper should fee! the door for 
heat. If it’s cool, crawl outside. If it’s warm, fire may be 
behind the door. Use the window. Tell everyone to 
meet at a designated place outside so you can be sure 
everyone is out. 

Your smoke detector can be the beginning of a home 
fire escape plan that ensures that each family member 
saves his or her own life when fire strikes. 

So give in. Celebrate the week after Christmas by giv- 
ing your family and yourself the gift of life...a smoke 
detector!

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Johnson Family Helps Give The Gift Of Sight... 


Giving, whether it be of your time, love, patience or 
resources, is a wonderful thing. But to give unselfishly, 
with full knowledge that the result of the effort will be 
taken away from you, well, that takes a special kind of 
person. 

At this time of year, it is especially inspiring to 
witness an act of warmness and generosity, or to watch 
a person who gives, with no thought of reaping 
benefits for themselves. 

Chris Johnson of Suffield Street in Agawam is such a 
person. In fact. the entire Johnson family can be held 
up as an example of unselfish generosity. They are a 
family with a cause. 

The Johnson family - John Chris, Donnie, Mikki, and 
Tammi, has been training seeing-eye dogs for the blind 
for two years under the Guiding Eyes for the Blind, Inc., 
a breeding and training center in Patterson, New York. 

The family’s first puppy “was ‘‘Etna,” a black 
labrador retriever. Taking full responsibility for the dog 
were daughters Mikki and Tammi, then 16 and 13 
years-old. ° 

For eleven months, the two girls were a team, getting 
up early to train, feed and care for Etna. 

In short, the Johnsons became the black labrador’s 
foster family. Guiding Eyes place their puppies with a 
family for a year to provide love and care, and to 
prepare them for the more intense training they will en- 
counter back at the center. 

Within that year, a deep attachment inevitably 
grows: between the family and the puppy. Says Mrs. 
Johnson of Etna’s leave, ‘We could hear her crying, 
and we were all crying - it was very difficult. To love a 
puppy and then just to give her up is so hard. 

“But later, at the puppy’s graduation, when you see 
somebody become totally independent because of the 
dog, that shines a new light on it. You become proud 
and happy.” . 

Besides black labrador retrievers, German 
shepherds, gold white and chocolate labradors, male 
or female puppies can be chosen by foster families. 

After living with the Johnsons for eleven months, Et- 
na returned to school for three to six months where she 
trained with an experienced guide. After she passed 
this period, she went on to her new master and trained 
with her for 26 days. ; 

Ultimately, dog and owner graduated in a ceremony, 
and the Johnsons were able to meet Etna’s new owner

and exchange telephone numbers. Mikki and Tammi 
received a special trainer's certificate and had received 
Progress reports throughout Etna’s advanced training. 

Presently, the Johnsons are proud to say, Etna is 
working on 5th Avenue in New York city, where her 
new master is employed.

The experience was such a positive one for the fami- 
ly that parents Chris and John decided to get more in- 
volved. 

They have become the foster parents of an en- 
thusiastic black lab named ‘‘Keota,’’ with Mrs. 
Johnson providing most of the discipline and care, and 
John providing transportation and generally “helping 
out.” 

Purely Volunteer Efforts 
Their efforts are purely volunteer. Guiding Eyes pro- 
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vides things such as choke chain, collar and veterinary 
care, while the foster family is responsible for the pup- 
py’s general care and food. 

Keota is now eight months old, and soon evaluators 
will be coming out from the farm in New York to-decide 
whether she should be called back for training. 

Meanwhile, she is on the receiving end of lots of 
love, attention and discipline. 

Training a dog for the blind is different in a few ways 
from traditional dog training. These dogs are not 
taught to sit or heel, because they must always be on 
hand to work. They are taught some different words 
and to relieve themselves on command. Foster families 
are also encouraged to expose the puppies to things 
such as bus and railroad stations, stores and other 
animals. Proprietors are often reluctant, especially in 
this area, where knowledge of the program is not great. 
Hopefully, this will change. 

Mrs. Johnson originally became involved with the 
Guiding Eyes program after witnessing the transforma- 
tion of her best friend, who had been blind for six years. 
After obtaining a seeing-eye dog, her girlfriend was 
suddenly a new woman, completely independent and 
able to write in the Boston area as well as to travel 
cross-country. 

Mrs. Johnson’s objective is to begin a puppy group in 
the area, She would like to find about 10 foster families 
who will be willing to train a puppy, teaching it love, 
basic obedience, and socialization. 

Says Mrs. Johnson, “Eastern Massachusetts has a 
large puppy program, but here there is no program at 
all. There are many blind people in the Springfield area 
who need guide dogs. | am in the works of starting a 
program now, but what we desperately need is a room 
donated for meetings during bad weather. The 
meetings will be held four times a year and will be two 
hours long.” 

Being a foster parent to a seeing-eye dog means 
following strict guidelines (set down in a pamphlet by 
puppy experts at Cornell University). It is a concen- 
trated effort and a year’s commitment, not to mention 
a lot of love and patience. There is the heartbreak of 
parting with the dog to consider as well. 

But, as Mrs. Johnson emphasizes, ‘’It all pays off at 
graduation, where you witness the freeing of a blind 
person who was previously utterly dependent on 
others.”

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King Philip's Indian War 
EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the second part of a two-part 
series on the historic King Philip’s Indian War which 
waite the razing of Springfield by hostile Indians in 

Earlier histories of King Philip's War mislead the 
reader to believe that Lieutenant Thomas Cooper, 
Agawam's figure in the war, was a resident of Spr- 
ingfield, rather than Agawam. 

Of course, at the time described, Agawam was still a 
part of the ‘Springfield Plantation.” However, it must 
be pointed out that even then the Great River, Connec- 
ticut, did indeed provide a natural separation between 
the metropolis of Springfield and its adjoining suburbs 
such as West Springfield and Agawam. 

The fact remains that Cooper, although a former 
resident of Springfield proper, did relocate to Agawam 
sometime about 1660. For a more accurate description 
of Cooper's life, one should refer to resident Edith 
LaFrancis’ Agawam, A Town History, in which she 
subscribes the following: 

In 1659 John Pynchon was granted 5 or 6 acres on the 
south side of Agawam River at the mouth of the river 
and by the Great River’s side, providing it does not be 
detriment to the landings for the ferry or to a highway 
that shall be thought convenient to be laid out there 
(River Road). 

“Thomas Cooper already had an interest in land 
there, for in 1658 he was granted liberty to set up a 
ferry from the lower wharf in Springfield to a landing 
below the mouth of Agawam River which was about in 
the same place now.” 

According to the town history Cooper was to be 
granted considerable land within Agawam. He located 
his house on Cooper Street, after relocating from Spr- 
ingfield about the year 1660. 
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Apparently Thomas Cooper was a man of many 
skills and attributes since he was a local selectman for 
21 years. According to Barrows history, Thomas 
Cooper engaged in a variety of trades besides being a 
farmer and carpenter. Along with his services as a fer- 
ryman, Cooper was known to have served the local 
residents in their medical needs, traveling great 
distances to “set a bone,” a service for which he refus- 
ed any fee! 

Again, Cooper was not unknown in the local courts, 
having practiced law on more than one occasion. And 
too, he operated a sawmill on Three Mile Brook. 

But it was his military experience for which the man 
is best known today. More likely than not Cooper's 
familiarity with the local Indians must have served 
some reason for John Pynchon’s decision to appoint 
Cooper in charge of the defense of Springfield. Pyn- 
chon, commanding the major force, rushed to the 
gathering place at Hadley for the purpose of driving 
away the hostile Indians from the Connecticut Valley.

On October 4th, 1675, as Pynchon’‘s force left Spr- 
ingfield, Lieutenant Thomas Cooper assumed the 
responsibility for the protection of that town. Beside 
being along in years, Cooper was in good health and 
fully capable of carrying out the task bestowed upon 
him. The story that follows will substantiate the man’s 
ability and character. 


Springfield Burned 

Originally it was John Pynchon’s suggestion that the 
individual towns in the western frontier of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony should be garrisoned. Ob- 
viously Pynchon was well schooled in the ways of In- 
dian warfare and he felt quite strongly that a massed 
army of approximately 1000 men from the ‘’United 
Colonies’ could do little in the way of defeating the 
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small bands of Indians who fought a guerilla type war- 
tare...hit and run only to escape within the safety of the 
swamps and woodlands of the surrounding region. 

But Pynchon’s advice was ignored by the authorities 
in Boston and he was finally commissioned a major 
command of the entire valley army. Disappointed to 
the point of wanting to resign his command, Pynchon 
embarked from Springfield and headed toward the 
point of rally. Some precautionary measures had been 
taken for the safety of the town. 


Shortly after Pynchon’s departure, the residents of 
Springfield were informed by a messenger from Wind- 
sor (Connecticut) that the Agawam, along with 
numerous other alien Indians, planned to attack the 
town. Forewarned, the settlers gathered in the garrison- 
ed houses awaiting the sudden onslaught, but on the 
following morning all seemed quiet. 


Under the circumstances it is not surprising that 
Cooper should decide to reconnoiter the vicinity of the 
Agawam fort on Long Hill. Accordingly, he mounted 
his horse and along with Thomas Miller they cautious- 
ly made their way toward the forboding Indian en- 
campment. 


Having reached the’ vicinity of Mill Brook, some 
short distance from the enemy stronghold, shots were 
fired toward the approaching whitemen. The shots 
found their deadly mark! Miller was instantly killed, 
while Cooper, having been mortally wounded, manag- 
ed to remain on his horse and galloped toward town 
with the intent of spreading the alarm. Nearing his 
destination, Cooper fell from his horse dead! 


Even in death, Lieutenant Thomas Cooper proved 
his stalwart heart by alerting his fellow citizens. Im- 
mediately a messenger was sent by northward to seek 
the assistance of Pynchon. 


Although making post haste toward his beleagured 
town, Pynchon was too late to encounter those who 
had all but totally destroyed most of Springfield’s 
dwellings and outbuildings. Having destroyed some 30 
houses along with 25 barns, other dwellings, and hav- 
ing killed Pentecost Matthews, while mortally woun- 
ding Edmund Pringydays, the incensed warriors fled 
their scene of destruction, disappearing into the safety 
of the surrounding woodlands. 


Pynchon witnessed the smoking remains of his town, 
yet thanks to Cooper’s warning, the people had been 
saved from the bloody hatchet of the Indians. The war 
was to continue for months after the burning of Spr- 
ingfield.

Finally, in January of 1676 King Philip and his army 
were surrounded by a military contingent from 
Plymouth. Many of his relatives, including his wife and 
son, had been captured and sold into slavery in the 
West Indies. By now the Indians themselves were disar- 
rayed by argument and Philip was completely dejected 
in spirit. 

In a swamp located not far from his native home at 
Mount Hope, Philip was shot and killed by one of his 
own kind. 

In her biography of King Philip, published in 1950, 
author Esther Averill aptly describes Philip’s final mo- 
ment: 

Dawn broke and the rifles cracked in the camp. Then 
the bushes stirred and King Philip appeared. He had fl- 
ed so quickly that he had time only to pull on his under- 
breeches and stockings and to seize his gun. Alderman 
and his English partner were nearest to Philip. The 
Englishman aimed and missed fire. But Alderman sent a 
bullet into Philip’s heart. King Philip fell on his face in 
the mud of the swamp, with his gun under him. 


Final Peace Treaty Signed 

!t wasn‘t until 1678 when a final treaty of peace was 
signed between the European and the New England In- 
dians. By this time most of the local natives had sought 
refuge in Canada or nearby New York. Although the 
war had ended the military continued to scour the 
forests and swamplands for further insurrection among 
the natives. 

The death of King Philip seemed symbolic. There is 
an irony in his demise, indeed a lesson in hypocrisy for 
all Americans to meditate upon if they would keep the 
very principal of freedom and liberty! Before the infr- 
ingement of the European, the native Americans were 
content and happy in their form of life; a lifestyle that 
seemed so congruous with nature, while serving their 
needs for existence. They were at peace with their en- 
vironment. The death of Metacomet (Philip) sounded 
the death toll for Indians across our nation. As the 
European sought the refuge of the New World to 
escape the persecutions of the Old World, so did Philip 
attempt to preserve the rights and dignity of his people. 

As a final insult to Philip, Captain Benjamin Church 
from Sakonnet had the Indian’s head cut off and his 
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body drawn and quartered! Philip’s head was delivered 
to Plymouth where it stood atop a spike outside the 
fort. For 24 years the trophy remained as a symbol of 
defeat. It is said that the Reverend Cotton Mather at 
one time tore the jaw from the skull in a contemptuous 
manner. Such behavior must appear outrageous to the 
Christian community that tried to convert the native 
people in the ways of civilized society. 

More than 300 years have elapsed since King 
Philip's War. Today Americans can rest in the 
assurance that they are free from the sudden devasta- 
tion and plunder of a native people whose only purpose 
was to secure their rights in a land that had been theirs 
for thousands of years prior to the coming of the Euro- 
pean. 

While the white man established a far better life for 


themselves, they destroyed a people who desired. 


nothing more than what the intruders desired. 

In the majestic figurehead of an American Indian, 
now located a short distance from the hilltop (a bit 
from Longmeadow exit off |-91 on Route 5), where King 
Philip is said to have observed the destruction of Spr- 
ingfield, sculptor Peter Wolf Toth has carved the quiet- 
ly stern countenance of an Agawam Indian native 
whose family history and pride extends far beyond the 
recorded geneaology of our foremost European- 
American families. 

In Toth’s carvings it would seem that once again the 
Indian quietly whispers to us...warning Americans of 
today of the human rights of all men. 

That the local natives were mandated to uphold 
their rights as a free people cannot be denied! In defen- 
ding their rights to co-exist with the newly arrived Euro- 
pean, the American Indian was doing nothing less than 
what our forefathers successfully defended as their 
rights during the American Revolution. But the world is 
paved with good intentions, lest we forget that ‘He 
without sin, cast the first stone!’ Somewhere between 
these lines there is a lesson to be learned by citizens 
across this nation. 

Today citizens of Springfield, Agawam and surroun- 
ding townships can only imagine that somewhere in 
the twilight of the nearby woodlands, Lieutenant 
Thomas Cooper walks arm in arm with King Philip, 
joined together by a common bondage, resting in 
peace as brothers in the “Happy Hunting Grounds.”

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The Cotton Club: Francis Coppola’s 
Best Film In Years 


For the past few vears, Oscar-winning director Fran- 
cis Coppola (the Godfather films, Apocalypse Now) has 
cranked out movies that have been far from successful. 
His One From the Heart died at the box office before it 
was nationally released, and The Outsiders and Rum- 
ble Fish were nothing but futile exercises in heavy- 
handed symbolism. 

Fortunately, Coppola has now given us The Cotton 
Club, a film which demonstrates that his career is 
finally back on the right track. 

The title of this picture refers to an actual Harlem 
nightclub that thrived during the 1920's and ‘30's. 

At the Cotton Club, entertainment was provided by 
black musicians, singers, and dancers. But admission 
to this hot spot was restricted to white people, and 
most of the club’s customers were gangsters who grew 
rich by way of Prohibition. 

Plot Centers On Two Fictional Characters 

In the film, the plot centers on two fictional 
characters with individual stories. One is Dixie Dwyer 
(Richard Gere), a young cornet player who is befriend- 
ed by the Cotton Club‘s most uncouth patron, mobster 
Dutch Schultz James Remar). However, Dixie soon en- 
dangers his life by falling in love with Dutch’s girlfriend 
(Diane Lane). 

The other character is black tap dancer Sandman 
Williams (Gregory Hines). While performing at the Cot- 
ton Club, he grows fond of one of his co-workers, singer 
Lila Rose Oliver (Lonette McKee). 

But Sandman is somwhat jealous of this black 
songstress because she has light skin which can be 
taken‘for Caucasian and can give her a better chance 
to make a name for herself in show business. 

Ona couple of levels, The Cotton Club is flawed. Its 
somewhat cliched plot spends too much time on too 
many minor characters, and this problem prevents the 
important characters from being properly developed. 

Nevertheless, The Cotton Club is a very good pic- 
ture. Besides making the film lively with outstanding 
singing and dance numbers, Coppola effectively 
blends serious scenes with comical ones to capture, 
the atmosphere and flavor of the Jazz Age, a time that 
embodied the frivolity of the ‘20’s and the gloominess 
of the ‘30's. 

Furthermore, the mixture of fictional characters and 
such actual people as Cab Calloway and Gloria Swan- 
son gives the movie a sense of realism, and this quality 
helns to refreshen the unoriginal plot. 
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Except for lackluster performances by Gere (Beyond 
the Limit) and Lane (Streets of Fire), the acting in The 
Cotton Club is first-rate. In fact, most of the performers 
are able to give some depth to their basically one- 
dimensional characters. 

As Dutch Schultz, Remar (48 Hours) is an interesting 
combination of diverse traits. On one hand, he makes 
his character a humorous one by exaggerating Dutch’s 
personality to the point where he’s almost a caricature 
of a gangster. 

On the other hand, this mobster is frightening 
because Remar gives his violent behavior an unpredic- 
table quality. By merging these two characteristics, the 
actor turns in a performance that’s both funny and 
scary. 

Though he doesn’t have enough to do, Hines (Deal 
of the Century) does an impressive job in the role of 
Sandman Williams. This actor is an accomplished 
dancer in real life, and his talent in this area is clearly 
evident during all of his numbers. 

But Hines is also one’ of the best black actors in 
Hollywood today, and he’s given his all in each of the 
films I’ve seen him in. 

McKee Gives Captivating Performance 

As Lila Rose Oliver, McKee proves that she can act 
as well as sing. This newcomer to motion pictures has 
a screen presence that’s sultry and intelligent at the 
same time, and her fine portrayal of Lila is one of the 
most captivating performances of 1984. 

However, the best acting in this film is done by 
British actor Bob Hoskins (Lassiter) in the role of the 
Cotton Club’s owner. Speaking in a completely convin- 
cing New York accent, he provides the story with a 
strong-willed intensity which lets us know that his 
character won't let anyone push him around. 

When the nominees for this year’s Best Supporting 
Actor Oscar are picked, | hope Hoskins’ name is 
among the five contenders because his performance 
deserves recognition at the upcoming Academy 
Awards ceremony. | 

Though it’s not nearly as good as his two Godfather 
pictures, The Cotton Club represents Coppola's best 
work since 1979's Apocalypse Now. And because of its 
craftsmanship, this stylish portrayal of the Jazz Age is 
thoroughly entertaining and, thus far, the best movie of 
this Christmas season.

Complete Two Projects 


For Christmas Season

Eighth grade junior high students of art teacher 
Priscilla Deveno recently completed two yuletide pro- 
jects. 

Approximately 115 students were instructed in the 
arts of gift wrapping and candy making which cor- 
relate with the Christmas holiday. 

Mrs. Deveno points out that this is the sixth year her 
students have participated in the gift wrapping project. 
She says the skill is important because it is one which 
students will always use during their lives. 

The eighth graders, who worked on the project for 
the past three weeks, were required to supply their own 
boxes and wrapping paper. Ribbon, however, was pro- 
vided from school art department funds. 

Working in groups of eight, the art students first 
learned to cut wrapping paper so that it properly fits a 
package, to fold the paper neatly and make fool-proof, 
non-peekable ends, to measure and tie ribbon around 
each package, and finally to make and attach bows. 

Mrs. Deveno says that her students’ beautifully 
wrapped packages will be on display in the school’s 
two showcases as well as in the school committee con- 
ference room through the Christmas recess. In this 
way, the art project not only serves as a learning ex- 
perience for students, but also helps beautify their 
school, she adds. 

The veteran teacher notes that many students enjoy 
the project so much that they volunteer to wrap gifts 
for other family members. 

“Gift wrapping is a way for students to learn that 
they are not all thumbs. It’s a means for them to create 
something beautiful,” she says. 

Candy Making Generates Enthusiam 

According to Mrs. Deveno, Christmas candy making 
always generates great enthusiasm and excitement in 
students at this age. 

She states that each of her students, who donated 
two dollars to cover the cost of materials, received ap- 
proximately a pound of chocolate for their efforts. 
Students chose from a variety of mold patterns which 
Mrs. Deveno purchased herself. Christmas favorites in- 
cluded Santas, sleighs, trees, candy canes, snowmen, 
wreaths, and ornaments. 

Mrs. Deveno explains that after students select their 
molds, each one uses:a very fine brush and ‘‘paints” 
the indented mold details in white, yellow, red, and 
green colored chocolate which has been melted over a 
double boiler. 

Next, brown melted chocolate is poured over the 
hardened colored accents. Lollipop sticks are then in- 
serted into the appropriate molds and- turned several 
times to insure that they will hold firmly when the 
chocolate is set. 

Mrs, Deveno says that she melts and pours all the 
chocolate herself in order to minimize the possibility of 
students becoming burned from the hot liquid. 

Strict Adherence To A Time Schedule 

Once on trays, the molds are placed in the school 
cafeteria’s large freezer for 20 minutes to harden. This 
thorough chilling produces a lovely shine on the 
chocolate which gives. it a very professional ap- 
pearance, she notes. 

After being removed from the freezer, the hardened 
candy is returned to the classroom where Mrs. Deveno 
labels each piece with the respective student’s name 
before removing it from the mold. The finished product 
is then bagged in plastic and ready to be taken home 
by the students. 

Because the candy process requires strict adherence 
to a time schedule, students have had to learn to 
cooperate with one another for the project to be suc- 
cessful. 

She points out that while half the class is having 
their molds poured, the other half works independently 
on other projects. 

Mrs. Deveno notes that her students enjoy giving 
their Christmas candy to relatives and friends for gifts. 

“| believe both Christmas projects have been wor- 
thwhile because they‘re something at which every stu- 
dent can be great. At this age, that’s very important,” 
she declares.

AHS Swimmers Making Waves In 
School Ranks; Now 3-0

- In two, non-divisional meets,. the Agawam High 
boys’ swim team breezed to a pair of victories over 
Turners Falls (Division C), 45-36, and South Hadley 
(Division D) 104-44, to push their record to 3-0 at 
presstime. 

Depth and consistent performances are two main 
reasons why the Brownies, under 13-year coach Dave 
Smith, are making waves in schoolboy swim ranks. 

An understaffed South Hadley squad felt the 
pressure of the Brownie flippers on Tuesday, December 
18th, as they fell behind after the first event and it 
stayed that way for the remainder of the meet. 

The Tigers were unable to field swimmers in three 
events (100-yard butterfly, 100-yard freestyle, and 
400-yard relay), which only upped the Brownies’ 
already comfortable lead. 

Highlighting the one-sided affair were first place per- 
formances in the 200-yard medley relay team of Chris 
Wood, Fred Depka, Jeff Hastings, and Jason Osborne 
(2:07.76); 200-yard individual medley with Hastings 
(2:39.86); 50-yard freestyle, Mike Wojcik (26:10); div- 
ing, Depka (176.5 points); and 500-yard freestyle, Dave 


Allen (6:36.22). 

With the first place performance by Depka in the div- 
ing, combined with Greg Hoskins’ second place finish 
in the same event (101.5 points), the Brownies were 
able to stretch their lead to 46-23, which was added-to 
by the meet’s end.

Against Turners Falls on Friday, December 15th, the 
one-two combination of Depka and Hoskins in the div- 
ing competition sparked AHS to victory as their scores 
upped Agawam’s lead to 27-10 midway through the 
meet. ° 

Once again the 200 medley relay team got Agawam 
rolling in the meet as Wood, Depka, Hastings, and Jay 
Duvall, joined forces to notch first place in a time of 
2:04.98. Turners did give a good showing in the meet’s 
second half, but they could not overcome the early 
lead built by the locals. 

The locals will be on the road for their next three 
meets. First comes West Springfield on Friday, 
December 21st; then Holyoke on January 4th; and 
finally, Westfield on January 8th.

8-School Tourney; 
Team Places 5th

In a highly competitive field of eight schools, in- 
cluding Methuen and Winchester of Eastern Mass., the 
Agawam High wrestling team finished a somewhat 
disappointing fifth (71 points) at the Springfield Invita- 
tional Meet held at Tech High School on Saturday, 
December 15th. 

Finishing ahead of thé Brownies were Winchester, 
Metheun, Springfield Putnam and Classical. 

However, all was not lost as senior Al Ingham, not 
only captured the heavyweight division, but was 
presented the ‘Most. Outstanding Wrestler Award’ 
(out of 96 participants) for his superb efforts. 

Ingham is the defending Western Mass. and State 
schoolboy champ. He placed third in New England last 
year. 

According to Brownie coach Phil Tomkeil, it is most 
unusual for a heavyweight competitor to receive such 
an award at an invitational or tournament meet. 

“It's rare for a heavyweight to be considered as the 
most outstanding, especially in such a large field. 
Generally, heavyweights are not as skilled,’ said 
Tomkeil. ‘“But Al prides himself as a wrestler who not 
only uses his size but his many good techniques as 
well.’ 

Ingham cruised to victory over his overmatched op- 
ponents as he pinned all three. The first victim was 
Winchester’s Dave Carter, who was sent to the showers 
in 38 seconds. Ingham’s second opponent, Dave Ster- 
nala of Classical, fared even worse as he was sent 
down for the count in 35 seconds. 

In the deciding match, the burly Ingham pinned 
Cathedral rival Jun Anderson at 2:45 of the second 
period. 

Although Ingham was Agawam’s lone first place 
finisher, there were several noteworthy Brownie perfor- 
mances, despite the fifth place finish. 

In the 107-pound class, Barry Felix finished third 
overall by pinning Westfield’s Dickson Franco and 
shutting out an opponent from Methuen, 7-0, as well as 
one from Tech, 9-0. 

Senior Ken Butt (128) also placed third with victories 
over Cathedral’s Pat Gillis (4-1), Westfield’s Jim 
Giourard (4-0), and a Methuen opponent (4-0). 

The next AHS finisher was promising frosh Bod 
Dodge (114), who placed fourth with a 15-8 decision 
over Tech’s Juan Hernandes and a pin over a 
Cathedral opponent.

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Court House Nautilus 
Good Program To Get 
Physically Fit

From the average person who wants to get into 
shape - to the high school athlete training for a specific 
sport, using the Nautilus exercise equipment is the pro- 
bably the quickest and most efficient method to 
“shape up,” according to health fitness director Scott 
Raymond of the Court House Health Fitness Center in 
Feeding Hills.

In not-so-technical terms, the Nautilus system, when 
a proper routine is followed, can produce the following 
results: reduction in stress, increased strength, car- 
diovascular strength, full flexibility, as well as 
rehabilitation from injuries. 

The Nautilus at the Court House has 10 machines 
which feature 17 different stations. According to Ray- 
mond, an average, full Nautilus workout may take as 
little as 45 minutes.

Sportsman's 
Corner

A misplaced tidbit: Donald Loncto, president of the 
Agawam Revolver Club, and a member of the Agawam 
Police Department, was able to hunt deer on opening 
day of the recent season. Donald also was one of the 
lucky ones and drew a doe permit. At first light in the 
woods of Sandisfield, Donald was deluged with does 
running in front of him, on both sides of him and even 
in back of the frustrated hunter. 

Don, with his gun red hot from firing so many shells, 
suddenly realized that he was out of ammunition. 
What a feeling! He hurriedly looked up a fellow hunter 
and borrowed some shells from him. Returning to his 
stand, it wasn’t too long before Don noticed a deer 
trying to stand by him. It sported a nice rack. 

Concentrating real hard, Don pulled down on the 
buck and fired one shot. The buck dropped in its 
tracks. It carried eight points and weighed in at 147 
pounds. You guessed it: Don did not fill his doe permit. 
He certainly doesn’t qualify as a chauvinist. 

Connecticut Archery Season 

With a few reports still to come in, it is evident that 
the 1984 archery season total will be lower than last 
year's. To date, 7,565 archers have checked 568 deer| 
this year; 11 percent fewer than the 639 total for 1983. 
Of those deer taken, 370 were males and 198 were| 
females, a 1.86 to one ratio. 

State land hunters fared best in the Housatonic, Nip- 
muck, Pachaug, and Nehantic State Forests. Hunters 
on private land in the towns of Salisbury, Redding, 
Sharon, and Woodstock reported the highest success. 
So far, 72 archers have reported taking two deer, more 
than last year’s total of 27 doubles. 












Paul Herig, director of the Wildlife Bureau, reported 
an increased harvest during the muzzleloader season 
which ended December Ist. Check station operators 
tallied 776 deer, 187 more than the 1983 total. Of the| 
| deer taken, 464 were bucks and 312 were does, a 1.49) 
to one ratio. Private land muzzleloader hunters, 
numbering 2,047, were the most successful, taking 
56% (432) of the total. The 3,969 state land hunters} 
yielded 344 deer during the season. 

New Hampshire Deer Kill Up 

New Hampshire hunters registered 4,265 deer, a 32 
percent increase over the 1983 season. 

Biologists feel the increase in harvest this year may 
be attributed to a number of factors, the most signifi- 
cant being two consecutive mild winters and the 
regulation change which gave antlerless deer limited! 
protection.

The Tigers started to pull away when Callahan top- 
ped the diving field (120.25 points) and Agawam was 
then unable to field any participants in the 100-yard 
butterfly (SH now led, 50-33).
